There Was a determination at both ends 
of the Capitol not to adjourn until some- 
thing definite was accomplished, and when

Fiotes and Senate Affairs commit- 
tees the original draft of the bill has been 
modified. The material change is that no 
maximum strength is mentioned. The 
terms of the bill are very general, and the 
object of the measure is to provide perma- 
nent authority for raising a volunteer army. 
While present exigency has prompted the 
preparation of this bilj, its provisions are 
further reaching than the existing emer- 
gen cy. They wiil furnish the Chief Execu- 
tive ‘with the power of raising an army 
which shall be voluntary in its character, 
and which, when organized, shall be merged 
with the regular forces. 

It may be stated with certainty and dis- 


tinctness that the National Guard as such | 


will have no part in this provisional organi- 
zation. Should individuals of a militia 
pany or regiment volunteer so unanimously 
as to make possible the retention of the 
National Guard organization, it will be pos- 
sibic tv incorporate that organization into 
the provisional army with no great aban- 
donment of its State identity, but there is no 
assurance to officers of the National Guard 
that they will procure rank and title in the 
provisional army corresponding with the 
positions they now hold in the State troops. 
The bill will have no such feature as con- 
scription, and will make no paeyeoe for 
the drafting of soldiers. 

_ It is not the present intention of Secretary 
Alger to submit this measure with more 
than a formal note of transmission, and it 
is not expected there will be opposition to 
the bill, although no assurance of antagon- 
ism has been given or solicited. The pro- 
visional army which may be raised in time 
of emergency under this bill is to become a 
part of the regular force during the period 


‘which renders necessary this augmentation 


of the army. The bill does not affect the 
regular service, does not change the per- 
manent status of any of the army officers, 
and does not seek to reorganize the military 
or otherwise affect it; exceptin Peston 


Following this bill the 
introduced in Congress a resolution author- 
izing the employment and maintenance of a 
specific number of troops as a provisiona! 
army under the provisions of this bill. It 
is now expected that the first call for volun- 
teers will be 50,000 or 60,000 men. Authority 
will: be asked for increasing the enlisted 
force of some of the staff departments of the 
army to meet the demands upon those 
branches by the occupation of Cuba. One 
of the principal corps for which volunteers 
will be asked is the corps of engineers, in 
which there are already about 500 entisted 


men. Of this number 140 are distributed 


along the coasts, engaged in placing subma- 
rine mines and other coast defense wdrk; 
sixty are at present held in reserve, and a 
little later 300 men will go with the army 
to Cuba. It is not necessary to assign those 
men and engineer officers to duty until the 
last moment. They will go with the ad- 
vance guard of the invading army, and will 
render invaluable service in the construction 
of bridges and other engineer work.

Mr. Chamberlain had 
been ill for a month 
his death came as a great shock to his 
friends. Reports from his home told that 
he was improving and that he would return 
to take his active place in the field of news- 
paper work after a period of rest. 

On Sunday afternoon at 3 o'clock Mr. 
Chamberlain's condition became so alarming 
that his physicians were hurriedly sent for. 
They announced then that they could hold 
out little hope of his living for another twen- 
ty-four hours. 

Mr. Chamberlain was only 38 years old, 
but he had earned for himself a conspicuous 
place among the writers and editors of the 
country. He developed in an unusual degree 
the rare combination of literary and execu- 
tive ability. 

Mr. Chamberlain was born at Great Bend, 

Pa., in 1860. Just after attaining his major- 
ity he bought the Plainfield Bulletin, and for 
a long time edited it with much success, 
- In 1886 he came to this city, and was em- 
ployed by the New York Sun. He remained 
with that paper until the spring of 1892. It 
was in the spring of 1892 that Mr. Chamber- 
lain was made city editor of the World. It 
Was but a step for Mr. Chamberlain from the 
desk of the city editor to that of the manag- 
ing editor of the World. For five years he 
has had charge of either the morning or the 
evening edition of this newspaper, except 
for intervals of rest. 

His last vacation of this kind was in August 
and September of 1897. For two months he 
was abroad. When he returned he wrote a 
series of articles on the government of 
European cities, which were widely quoted 
and favorably commented upon. 

Mr. Chamberlain was a man of charming 
manner and amiable disposition. The hun- 
dreds of men serving under him on the World 
entertained fof him a personal friendship 
that was the highest tribute to his executive 
ability. Mrs, Chamberlain survives her hus- 
band.

OINT resolution for the recognition of the independence of the people of Cuba, demanding that the govern- 
ment of Spain relinquish its authority and government in the Island of Cuba, and to withdraw tts land 
and naval forces from Cuba and Cuban waters, and directing the President of the United States to use 

the land and naval forces of the United States to carry these resolutions into effect. 


WHEREAS, The abhorrent conditions which have existed for more than three years in the Island - 
of Cuba, so near our own borders, have shocked the moral sense of the people of the United States, . 
have been a disgrace to Christian civilization, culminating as they have, in the destruction of a United 
States battleship with 266 of its officers and crew while on a friendly visit. in the harbor of Havana, 
and cannot longer be endured, as has been set forth by the President of the United States in his meés- 
sage to Congress of April 11, 1898, upon which the action of Congress was invited; therefore, 

Resolved, First, That the people of the Island of Cuba are and of right 28s to be free and 


Second—That it is the duty of the United States to demand, and the ounbieciaiis of the United | 
States does hereby demand, that the government of Spain at ‘once relinquish its authority and govern- 
ment in the Island of Cuba and withdraw its land and naval forces from Cuba and Cuban waters. «© ° © 

Third—That the President of the United States be, and he hereby is, directed and empowered to 
use the entire land and naval forces of the United States, and to call into actual service of the United 
States the militia of the several States, to sueh extent: as may be neceseaty to atin these resolutions 


Fourth—That the United States hereby disclaims any disposition or intention to exercise sover- 
eignty, jurisdiction, or control over said island except for the pacification thereof, and asserts its deter- 


mination, when that is accomplished, to leave the government and control of the island to its people,

There were many roll-calls in both Houses, 
and each body held tenaciously for its own 
resolution. > 

The conferees had great difficulty in agree- 
ing. The first conference showed a deter- 
mination on the part of the House not to 
yield a single point, it was only after 
long consultations with the House leaders 
that they to allow the little words 
“are, and” in the first section of the Sen- 
ate resolution, which declares that the peo- 
ple of Cuba are,-and of right ought to be, 
free and independent. The resolution as 
finally adopted is that reported from the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Relations, 
with the addition of the fourth sectign, 
known as the Teller amendment, disclaim- 
ing any intention on the part of the United 
States to acquire Cuba. The resolution can- 
not be sent to the President until after it is 
signed by the presiding officers today.

Knots of Senators and Repre- 
gentatives gathered here and there and ani- 
matedly discussed the situation. Everybody 
Was more or less excited as a message from 
the House officially conveying to the Senate 
information of its action was momentarily 
expected.

He presented to the Senate several 
bills and resolutions which had been passed 
by the House, including that relating to the 
intervention of the United States in the Cu- 
ban rebellion. The last were the resolutions 
adopted by the Senate on Saturday night 
and agreed to today by the House with 
certain amendments. There was instant 
commotion in the chamber. Scores of mem- 
bers. of the House were on the floor await- 
ing the action of the Senate upon the House 
amendments, and although nearly every 
Senator at the Capitol w present Mr.

Senate, including Mr. Morgan of Alabama, 

had consistently and ably opposed. “ We 
are in favor of speedy action,’ declared Mr. 

Hale, * because we believe that the time for 
action has now come, and we are prepared to 

submit the question of difference between 
the tw6 Houses to conferences.”’ 

Without division the first part of Mr. 
Davis’ 
amendments, was passed. 

Mr. Aldrich [R. 1.], briefly addressing the 
Senate, said he had never known during his 
service in the Senate such a course as was 
proposed by the majority to be insisted upon, 
and he thought the Senators in favor of 
that course ought to give some reason for 
the position they had taken. It was per- 
fectly, evident, Mr. Aldrich said, that the 
majority desired no action at all. 

In reply Mr. Jones [Ark.] maintained that 
it was the part of the House to request that 
a conference committee be appointed, and 
thus far the House had not asked for a coh- 
ference.

Messrs. Allen, Hoar, White, Thurston, 
Teller, Stewart, and Pasco discussed the 
parliamentary precedents. 

In the course of a snappy, vigorous speech 
Mr. Chandler (N. H.) said: 

“The Senate has by two votes, with a 
majority of fourteen on each, declared that 
it was the sense of the Senate that the 
United States should recognize the inde- 
pendence of the Cuban republic, at the head 
of which is Maximo Gomez—rebel—as France 
recognized the revolutionary government of 
the American colonies, at the head of which 
was George Washington—rébel. The Span- 
ish Cortes will meet next Wednesday, and it 
is important that the voice of the American 
Congress in favor of Cuban freedom and 
independence should reach the Cortes. The 
Senator from Indiana (Mr. Turpie) ts the 
author of the clause for which the Senate 
has pronounced by its two votes, with a ma- 
jority of fourteen. The Senator from Ohio 
(Mr. Foraker) was the only Republican on 

e Foreign Relations committee who ad- 
vocated that clause, and now it is gravely 
proposed that a conference committee shall 
be appointed on which neither of these Sen- 
ators shall be—a committee of three Sena- 
tors, every one of whom Is against the propo- 
sition for which the Senate has twice voted. 
It seems to me that the enemies of Cuban 
freedom, who have taken charge of the 
movement, and who do not mean that it 
shall go forward except under their auspices 
and with their consent, ought at least to 
allow the decision of the matter to be in 
the hands of its friends.”’ 

Mr. Chandler said that in the interest of 
immediate action Republican Senators who 
had voted for the freedom of Cuba were 
willing to make some sacrifices. 


First Sign of a Break. 


This was the first note sounded on the 
floor of the Senate of the intention of the 
ten Republicans to yield their position. 

Mr. Foraker {O.} said: “I want to Say, 
Mr. President, in answer to the suggestion 
that has been made to me that I should be 
one of the conferees on the part of the 
Senate, that I would be perfectly satisfied to 
have the chairman name the committee, 
and, indeed, I should greatly prefer that he 
do so. I want some action to be taken. I 
will not speak longer at this time because 
I have some anxiety to hear the guns.” 

Mr. Frye [Me.} said: “I am against the 
present recognition of the alleged republic 
of Cuba. I believe that such recognition be- 
longs to the President of the United States 
and not to Congress, and believe that in 
mg place some Senator on the Forcign Rela- 
tions committee ought to be appointed who 
holds views diametrically opposite to mine. 
The Senator from Ohio [Mr. Foraker} is 
the father of this proposition to recognize 
the Cuban republic now, and I trust that the 
‘Vice President will appoint him. I have 
been silent all through this discussion be- 
cause I wanted action. Now, for God's sake 
let us do something to relieve those poor 
people in Cuba. Every American Consul 
and every American citizen has left the is- 
land. The Red Cross has been removed and 
has come north. Every hour is freighted 
with the death of women and children, and 
we should not delay our action a minute. 
I believe that if we act now within ten days 
Cuba will be free, provisions will be there 
for the starving, and if not our guns will be 
thundering. at Morro Castle.”’ 

Mr, Lindsay [Ky.] made a strong appeal 
for the recognition of the independence of 
the island republic. 

The first note of compromise was then 
sounded by Mr. Teller: He said that it was 
apparent that if a vote were taken now the 
Senate would change the position it took 
last Saturday night and this afternoon, and 
suggested that they might as weil settle the 
matter at once.

The question, put in-a direct manner, 
aroused the Wisconsin Senator. He arose 
from his’ seat on the opposite side of the 
chamber, and, walking over to within a few 
feet of Mr. Tillman, said: 

“I challenge the decency of the Senator 
from South Carolina in putting such an in- 
terrogatory to me by name. I want to say 
now that the suggestion to be sent out from 
here in such an exigency as now confroms 
this country is little less than a slander upon 
the President of the United States.”’ 

“TI am pretty thick-skinned, Mr. Presi- 
dent,”’ replied Mr. Tillman. “If I can ac- 
complish my purpose in preventing the pos- 
sibility of fastening this debt upon those 
people I shail be satisfied to take all the 
odium that may attach to it.” 

Mr. Allen then withdrew his substitute mo- 
tion, and the motion made by Mr. Davis 
that the Vice President should appoint the 
conferees was agreed to without division.

Washington, D.'C., April 18.—After it be- 
came noised about on the House side that 
the Senate had non-concurred-without a 
request for a conference the leaders held 
hasty consultations, and the galleries filled 
rapidly. | 

At 3:40 p. m. the resolutions were returned 
to the House with the Senate’s decision to | 
non-concur. Mr, Dingley, Mr. Bailey, and 
Mr. Bromwell (Rép., O.] were all on their 
j feet, asking for recognition. The Speaker 
recognized. Mr. Dingley, who moved that 
the Housé insist upon its amendment, and 
ask for a conference. Upon his motion he 
demanded the previous question. —_ 

Mr. Bailey, as a parliamentary inquiry, 
desired to know of the chair whether a mo- 
tion to recede and concur would not take 
precedence. 

The Speaker said he'thought not. 

Mr. Bailey cited a precedent from the. 
| Twenty-ninth Congress, which, he said, cov- 

ered the exact case in point, 


waited with breathless interest, while the 
Speaker examined it. When he decided that 
it would hold the Democrats applauded. 
The Speaker then recognized Mr. Bromwell 
{Rep., O.], who formally made the motion 
to recede and concur. ’ 

This time the Democrats cheered, and the 
galleries joined in the demonstration. As 
the previous question cut off debate, the 
Speaker ordered the roll called. 

The vote came so unexpectedly that the 
leaders of the respective sides sent mes- 
sengers and officials scurrying in all direc- 
tions to drive in absentées. Carriages were . 
sent clattering to the down-town hotels at 
a gallop, and committee-rooms, restaurants, 
and every likely place where d stray Con- 
gressman might b® routed out by the pages 
and employés of the House. It was like a 
call to arms. ! 

The responses on the roll call were fol- . 
lowed closely for further defection frém the | 
Republican side, but there were no acquist- 
tions. In fact two of the Republicans who 
voted againat the motion to concur with an 
amendment on the last vote, Messrs. John- 
eon of Indiana and Loud of California, voted 
with the Republicans. They did not, how- 
ever, properly belong to the defection on the 
other véte, as they Voted as they did because 
they oppose any whatever... The an- 
nouncement of the defeat of the motion, 
148-178, Was the signal for another demon- 
‘stration on the Republican side. 

The following twelve Republicans vated 
for the motion to coneur: Belknap, Lori- 
mer, Mann, Warner, and White of Illinois; 
Bromwell and Brown of Qhio, Colson of 
Kentucky, Cooper of Wisconsin, Dorr of 
West Virginia, Johnson of North Dakota, 
and Sulloway of New Hampshire. 
*'Mr. Dingley’s motion to insist and ask 
for a conference was then agreed to without 
division, the opposition realizing the mani- 
fest uselessness of demanding a roll call. 

Just before 5 o'clock the Speaker an- 
nounced the appointment of Messrs Adams

Senate by a Majority of One Vote De- 
clines to Recede or to Hold 
Another Conference. 


‘Washington, D. C., April 18.—Senator 
Chundier at 8 o’clock, upon the reconvening 
of the Senate, suggested the absence of a 
quorum, and, the roll being called, fifty Sen- 
ators answered to their names, The long- 
waited-for situation, the return of the con- 
ferees, came at 8:10 There was a vis- 
ible stir in the galleries as the chairman of 
the Conference committee, Mr. Davis 
[Minn.], rose to present the report and make 
his statement to the Senate. 

By this time nearly every Senator was in 
his seat and the interest became intense, as it 
was whispered about that an agreement had 
been reached. Mr. Davis said that in con- 
formity with the instructions of the Senate 
the conferees met a like committee from 
the House, and that after full and free dis- 
cussion he had to report that the conferees 
had failed to reach an agreement. 

There was intense silence. It was the un- 
expected that had happened, and then a half 
sigh was heard: over the crowded galleries 
that all the eloquence, the logic, and the ex- 
haustive presentation of every phase of the 
pending proposition must go for naught. Mr. 
Davis then stated the points of disagree- 
ment, that there had been no difficulty to 
agree to the House resolution as amended, 
but the point of contention arose over the 
insertion of the words *‘ are and ”’ in the first 
section, which says the people of Cuba “ are 
and of right ought to be free and independ- 
ent.” He said the majority of the conferees 
had agreed.to waive the Turple amendment 
providing that the words above mentioned 
be inserted. But the Senate conferees were 
met with refusal to so agree and he reluct- 
tantly reported the same to the Senate. 

Mr. Morgan [Ala.], the minority member 
of the Conference committee, stated that 
the chairman of the Foreign Relations com- 
mittee spoke for.the majority. For one he 
had not relinquished the hope that the Cu- 
bans might be free, but thought that under 
the temper of the House there was little or no 
use to send the conferees again into con- 
ference, unless it was indicated that the 
House would recede. 

Mr. Foraker then explained his position as 
a member of the committee. He said he had 
accepted the appointment on the committee 
with the understanding from members of the 
House that if the Turpie amendment was 
receded from there would be little trouble to 
reach a conclusion. Upon this he entered 
upon his duties arid endeavored to reach a 
harmonious conclusion. Instead, as a mem- 
ber of the committee, he met an entirely 
different tion than that outlined to him, 
the House conferees refusing to insert the 
words “ are and,” which they had eliminated 
from the resolution, even though the Senate 
would abandon its position on the Turple 
amendment. He said this action was wholly 
unsatisfactory to him. He then,’in an im-

Mr. Hoar continued to argue that the 
President should be left, as Commander-in- 
Chief of the army and navy, master of the 
situation; that he should not be hampered 
in any manner, allowing him in his own 
way tO recognize the independence of Cuba, 
which right, he held, was sacred under the 
constitution. 

Mr. Mills [Texas] said that the House had 
turned its back upon the fundamental prin- 
ciple of the constitution, and the proper 
course for the Senate now to pursue was to 
refuse to grant a further conference with 
the House conferees. 

Mr. Daniel [Virginia] said the situation, 
so far as the Senate was concerned, made 
the last stage worse than the first, and 


a disagreement with the House. 

Mr. Mason [Ill.] stated what he conceived 
to be the parliamentary status of the pend- 
ing question. Me said the hope had been 
that if the Senate would yield the substance 
of independence the shadow of the freedom 
would be left tous. Mr. Mason then became 
almost hysterical in his oratory.

A question arose as to whether 
the House, having asked for the conference, 
was entitled to have charge of the papers 
or not, and to settle this question Captain 
McKee, the journal clerk, paid & visit to 
the other end of the Capitol. 

While the House was awaiting half a hun- 
dred of the Representatives gathered in the 
lobby tn the rear of the hall and awoke the 
echoes with patriotié songs. The “ Battle 
Hymn of the Republic’ was sung by General 
Henderson of low “ Dixte”’ and other 
songs’ were sung, led by somé of the ex-Con- 
federates, and then\in tremendous volume 
the corridors rang with an improvisation, 
“ Hang General Weyler on the Sour Apple 
Tree, as we go Marching on.” 

The war spirit was reflected in the songs. 
Soldiers bivouacking about the campfires 
in the enemy's front could not have been 
more enthusiastic than were many of the 
grizzled veterans who participated. The 
struggle which was going on was one to 
secure parliamentary advantage. The House, 
which had possession of the conference pa- 
pers,,could at any time recede andagree. It 
was this desire to hold the papers which 
induced the Senate to refuse, thus compel- 
ing the House to further insist and ask for 
further conference. Agreement to this fur- 
ther conference would give the Senate pos- 
session of the papers. 

A general conference of the leaders was 
held at the Speaker’s desk after the Senate 
39-40, to insist, Mr. Dalzell and 
most of the Speaker’s lieutenants favoring 
voting to further insist, but Mr. Grosvenor 
counseled an adjournment.

‘TRY TO REACH THE PATRIOTS. 


Spanish Officials Seek to Influence the 
Cubans Against the United 
States.

Madrid, April 18.~[Copyright, 1898, by W. 
R. Hearst.}]—Today the Spanish efforts were 
redoubled in the attempt to induce the Cuban 
insurgents to reject United States interfer- 
ence. The Spaniards are trying to make the 
insurgents believe that the United States 
seeks annexation of Cuba rather than fos- 
tering the Cuban republic. They are endeay- 
oring to convey to the Cubans the idea that 
they would be better off in the enjdyment of 
generous autonomy or the merely nominal 
suzerainty of the mother country than to be- 
come a part of the American republic. 

Reports are sedulously circulated here that 
Generals Gomez and Garcia are being 
reached upon the basis indicated, but in- 
quiries just made satisfy me that there is no 
foundation for thinking that the veteran 
Cuban Generals will be content with any- 
thing less than a full-fledged Cuban repub- 
lic. What seems certain is that Spain in her 
extremity is tampering with the Cuban 
Junta, striving to make this organization be- 
lieve that the position taken up by the United 
States is selfish. 

I have just been informed that the six great 
. powers are advising Spain to ask the good 
Offices of the United States to secure the 
permanent pacification of the island. Spain 
cannot accede to this, for it probably implies 
civil war. Her mind is made up for conflict 
with the United States. The feebleness and 
irresoluteness of President McKinley, par- 
ticularly in his ignoring the fact that Spain 
has struck the first blow by the assassination 
of the Maine sailors, are being used by Spain 
for all they are worth. I have just been . 
speaking with Marques de Valdegilesias, 
editor of the Conservative Epoca, one of the 
best informed menin Spain. Hesaid: “ We 
are simply awaiting war. Our attitude is to 
accept the challenge, and defend ourselves 
in a war which we have not invited.’

INSURGENTS TAKE A FORT. 


Spanish Officials Admit Defeat in an 
Engagement in Pinar del Rio 
Province. 


Havana, April 18.—News of further fight- 
ing between the insurgents and Spanish 
troops in the Province of Pinar del Rio 
reached here today. It appears that a force 
of insurgents under Lores Aguilar Rizo 
made an attack two days ago upon the Span- 
ish fort at Espujarosa, and had the best of 
the fighting, even according to the Spanish 
account of the affair. 

The official report of the fight says the 
fort was a small one, garrisoned by volun- 
teers, who made a “ heroic defense, lasting 
three hours.’ In the meantime, however, 
it is officially admitted, the insurgents en- 
tered the town and plundered and burned 
a tobacco warehouse: The Spanish report 
adds that the guard of the fort lost four 
men killed and had nine men wounded.

“TIT have made’ a considerable study of 
war prospects between the United States 
and Spain, and though some people, Sir 
Charles Dilke, for instance, who are well 
informed, seem to make a great point of 
the Spanish navy possessing so many tor- 
pedo boats, in my opinion that is merely a 
temporary advantage. 

“Torpedo boats tm action only last a very 
short time and their crews are soon worn 
out.”’ 

Questioned as to where operations would 
be likely to take place and how long would 
be, in his opinion, their probable duration, 
Mr. Wilson said: “I think that opera- 
tions will most likely take place on the 
Cuban coast, for the reason that the Span- 
lards must hold that, island, for if they 
should lose it they would be deprived of 
their best basis. Suppose, for instance, 
they took their cruisers to bombard Boston, 
Philadelphia, and Baltimore, the Amert- 
cans would have their battleships run right 
into Cuba, thereby covering the landing 
of an expedition. 

“ Americans, on the other hand, must 
keep their eyes on the Spanish torpedo 
flotilla, which has to be reckoned with. As 
regards the probable duration of the war, 
that is a very difficult question as I view it. 
If a decisive battle should be fought and 
Spain decisively beaten, I should say that 
she will then withdraw from Cuba, as she 
would know any further resistance to be 
hopeless. But supposing that a big battle 
should be ifdecisive, the war would probably 
last a long time, because both fleets would 
have to put in for repairs to their ships, and 
neither side has great facilities for repairs, 
which is a most important point. It would 


be weeks before they could go to sea again.”’ 
Touching upon the relative strength of the 
Spanish and American navies, Mr. W ilson 


appears to differ from many high authori- 


ties,even on the American Atlantic. “ Ameri- 
cans,’ he said, “ have the advantage in their 
four big battleships, not counting the Texas, 
which is obsolete and in inferior condition. 
The Spaniards, on the other hand, have the 
advanta in speed, owing to their five ar- 
mored cruisers ready for sea. 

“Is Spain likely to experiment with anv 
new vessels like ‘the American submarine 
torpedo boat Holland or the dynamite 
cruiser Vesuvius?”

CONSUL’S SERVANT IS KILLED. 


Result of the Riots at Malaga, Which 


Are Still in Progress—Sev- 
eral People Injured. 


London, April 19.—A dispatch to the Daily 
Telegraph from Gibraltar, dated Monday, 
says a telegram received there from Malaga 
reports a resumption of the riots at Malaga 
on Monday and that the American Consul’s 
negro servant was killed and persons in the 
erowd were injured. 

Valencia; April 18.—There were renewed 
disturbances here yesterday, in which the 
women partic ted. Before order was re- 
stored the gendarmes were compelled to 
make two charges upon the mob. . 
Barcelona, April 18.—Although Sunday 
morning passed quietly here, there was a 
demonstration last evening, 
crowds which gathered in front of the 
newspaper offices read the latest announce- 
ments of the action taken by the United 
States Senate in regard to Cuba. After it 
became known that the Senate had adopted 
a resolution favoring recognition of the 
present Cuban insurgent government there 
was a scene of the greatest excitement, 
and patriotic shouts were raised on all sides. 
When the students heard the news, on leav- 
ing the theaters, they paraded the streets, 
cheertng for Spain, ang made an attempt to 
reach the United States Consulate. The au- 
thorities, however, had taken precautions, 


‘ and the students and others who took part 


in the disturbance were dispersed. 

The police have arrested twenty-two stu- 
dents at Barcelona, who were engaged ina 
street demonstration. Gendarmes in large 
forces are stationed in tie city. 

The Republicans have drawn up an ad- 
dress to Castelar, whom they wish to press 
into active leadership against the govern- 
ment and the monarchical system. 


FIND BREAK IN HAVANA CABLE. 


Evidence That It Was Cut, and Span- 
iards Are Suspected of Doing . 
It on Orders. 


[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

Key West, Fla., April 18.—[{Copyright, 1898, 
by the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.]—The night the House passed its 
resolution declaring for armed intervention 
both cables between Havana and Key West 
suddenly ceased to work. One was easily 
repaired, and was caused by a fire in a build- 
ing in Havana over which the shore end of 
the cable passed. The repair force has been 
at work ever since Wednesday trying to 
find out the cause of trouble with the other 
cable. Today they found a break only a 
short distance from Sand Key light. Both 
ends of the broken cable showed a cut as 
clean as though made with an ax. Itis sus- 
pected that the cable was cut by some Span- 
iard acting on orders from his government. 
The cable is an American institution. It 
has been a bone of contention between Spain 
and the Western Union ever since the war 
began. The Spaniards have repeatedly 
boasted they intended to cut it when it 
suited their purpose to do so. 


BUYS AN ALLAN LINE STEAMER. 


Government Adds Another Ocean Liner, 
the Lucerne, to Its Fleet of 
Auxiliary Warships. 


Montreal, Que., April 18.—[Special.]—The 
Allan steamship Lucerne, now due to ar- 
rive at St. John, N. B., from Liverpool, has 
been sold to the United States government. 
The Allan Mine people here today received 
a cable from headquarters at Glasgow say- 
ing the Lucerne had been sold and instruct- 
ing that it be handed over to representatives 
of the United States government at once 
upon its arrival at St. John. The Lucerne, 
although one of the smaller ships of the 
ANan fleet, is one of the stanchest and pret- 
tiest vessels on the Atlantic. It was built 
by Laird Bros. at Birken Head in 1878 for 
the Allans and is 1,044 tons burden.

House. A curious crowd gathered about 
them, and it was said that the work was be- 
ing done to enable the employés of the White 
House to protect the President by closing 
the gates during the coming year. THE TRIsB- 
UNE correspondent saw one of the at- 
tachés of the White House and learned that 
the President's horses had frequently 
stumbled over the block which was replaced 
today, and its removal was eimply to pro- 
tect the feet of the President’s horses, and 
not himself, as many supposed. Colonel 
Crook, who has been an attaché of the 
White House since Lincolfi’s administra- 
tion, was asked if the gates were closed 
during the civil war. He replied that they 
were not, and had been closed but once since 
the erection of the Executive Mansion. 
During the war Lincoln came and went and 
made no effort to shut himself up in the 
White House. He never had gpy fears for 
his own safety, and always laughed at those 
of his friends who insisted upon surrounding 
him with a cordon of soldiers. But when 
President Garfield lay dying from the effects 
of a cowardly assassin’s bullet crowds of 
idlers flocked about the gates. As his con- 
dition grew worse the crowds increased, and 
as it was impossible to keep them out of 
the grounds the gates were closed for the 
first time during the history of the govern- 
ment and a cordon of police placed on duty 
there.

ALLEN LAW FIGHT ON. 


PEORIA ARRAYING ITS FORCES FOR 
® CONFLICT TONIGHT. 


Street Car Franchise Under the Objec- 
tionable Fifty-Year ” Statute Is 
to Come Up Before the Council with 
a Strong Present Probability of De- 
feat—Public Sentiment Thoroughly 
Aroused Against the Measure Is Ex- 
pected to Defeat It. 


Peoria, Ill., April 18,—[{Special.]-Whether 
Peoria is to have an Allen law street car 
franchise will probably be decided at the 
meeting of the Council tomorrow night. 
Present indications are gainstit. If the mat- 
ter could have, been worked quietly it is prob- 
able that a majority of the present Alder- 
men would have been for it, but the city 
press declared solidly against it, public sen- 
timent was stirred up, and the consequence 
is that the doubtful men have fairly been 
Scared over to the right side. Since the 
Aldermanic election 1s to be held tomorrow 
this is the last chance of the present Council 
unless they call a special. meeting, and an 
effort will be made to prevent that possibil- 
ity by tabling the ordinance so that it would 
take a two-thirds vote to call it up again. 

The Central City railway company at 
present hag a monopoly of street car trans- 
portation in Peoria, although a franchise 
has ‘been granted to the Peoria and Pekin 
Traction company, whose line has not yet 
been built. It has a satisfactory franchise, 
passed three years ago, and with seventeen 
years yet to run. Some time ago it tried 
to get a fifty-year franchise under the pro- 
visions of the recently enacted Allen bill, 
but was promptly turned down. A few 
weeks ago it presented what it claimed to 
be an ordinance granting it the right to ex- 
tend its line to a new park, claiming that it 
involved nothing more, but ft was soon found 
to be a franchise covering the entire line. 

The scheme was to have this new fran- 
chise passed, and then to claim all the priv- 
ileges granted by the Allen law, including 
the five-cent fare, no competition, etc. 

The present franchise requires the sale 
of twelve tickets for 50 cents and compels 
the company to allow the use of so many 
blocks of its track in the down-town district 
by competing companies. Both these priv- 
ileges would be lost as soon as the franchise 
was enacted under the Allen law, no matter 
what the franchise itself might provide. 

These facts were at once pointed out and 
the popular agitation against a fifty-year 
franchise at once began. 

The ordinance was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Streets and was reported by it at 
the last regular meetihg without any rec- 
ommendation. Rumors of boodle have been 
many, and it is sure that the rewards of 
the company would be great if they could get 
the new franchise through. 

Some of the Aldermen who wanted to be 
for it, but knew they shouldn't, proposed to 
tack on amendments meeting the objections 
about fares, competition, etc., but it was 
goon made plain to them that the fifty year 
feature was the unpopular one, and that their 
amendments might be declated inoperative 
because of conflicting with the State law. 

These doubtful ones have now been forced 
to declare themselves, so that now the Coun- 
cil stands 7 for and 7 against, with 8 re- 
quired to pass it. Mayor Warner, who owes 
his election to Central railway influence, 
couldn't stand the pressure, had a conven- 
jent failuré of health, and went to Hot 
Springs Friday to escape having to cast the 
deciding vote. A citizehs’ meeting was held 
tonight, at which a committee was appoint- 
ed to attend the Council meeting tomorrow 
night and see that the doubtful ones stand 


by the people. 
ALLEN BILL TAKES NO PART. 


Knox County Republicans, However, 
Applaud a Promise to Steer 
Clear of Dishonor. | 


Galesburg, Ill., April 18.—[Spectal.]—The 
Allen bill did not show itself in the Knox 
County Republican convention today. 
Representative Frank Murdock was a dele- 
gate to the convention, but he took no 
part in the proceedings and was not named 
as a member of any of the committees, al- 
though given a place on the State delegation. 
The temper of the convention was shown 
by the applause greeting George L. Stephen- 
son, who was unanimously indorsed for 
the State Legislature, and who said it 
nominated and elected he would strive to 
the end that no dishonor would be reflected 
on the county.

Annual Banquet at Kinsley’s Made the 
Occasion of a Patriotic Demonstra- 
tion—Queen Lavinia L., the Guest of 
Honor, Brings Greetings from New 
York—Letter from Retiring Presi- 
dent Van Benthuysen Read—Peter 
Van Schaack Elected Executive.

The Holland Society of Chicago held a 
banquet last night, with a setting of peace- 
ful movunlight in a Holland city represented 
about them, but everywhere through the 
dinner and the speeches which followed 
there arose the note of the unrest and the 
vigor which the moving of the troops and 
the deliberations of the United States Con- 
gress while they were dining and speak- 
ing represented. Resolutions were adopted 
which brought up forcibly the hatred of 
the Netherlands for the old enemy which 
fofight so long against them under the rule 
of Philip IL, and speaker after speaker de- 

‘ parted from his set topic to denounce Alva, 
sound the note of patriotism, and to refer 
to the all-absorbing topic of the day. 

The war enthusiasm took forth in the fol- 
lowing resolutions, offered by 
Alen, which were adopted amid applause: 

Resolved, That we, the descendants of the 

Holland heroes of the eighty years’ war, hereby 
approve the course of our government of the 
United States in declaring that Cuba must be 
free and that Spanish tyranny and savagery

must depart from the western hemisphere; and, 
Resolved, That we respectfully urge upon the 
QBresident and the Congress that no compromise 
nor delay be permitted to stay the execution of 
the full measure of reparation for our sailors 
slaughtered; and, 

Resolved, That, while peace beconmres a na- 
tion, the war is holy that conquers despotism 
that peace may reign. 

It was the third annual dinner of the so- 
ciety, and ‘the banquet hall of Kinsley’s had 
been transformed with scenery and moon- 
light effects into the courtyard of a Dutch 
city with all its quaintness. 

Queen Lavinia Is Present. 

In this setting, a prior to the banquet, 
Queen Lavinia I. of the Society of the Hol- 
land Dames of the New Netherlands, who 
was the guest of the evening, received the 
welcome due from her subjects. She made 
an address in which she highly compliment- 
ed the Chicago members, and assured them 
the latch string of the New-Yorkers would 
always be hanging out.

Few people are aware that the Princess de 
Joinville, whose death has just taken place 
at Paris, was the only member of the Brazil- 
ian imperial family who was permitted after 
the deposition of her brother, Emperor Dom 
Pedro, to retain her estates in the land of 
her birth. 

She was shrewd enough immediately after 
the proclamation of the republic at Rio to 
make friends with the new form of govern- 
ment and to recognize it, thanks to which no 
attempt was made either to confiscate her 
lands or to compel her to dispose of them. 

They cover a vast tract of territory 
abounding ir mineral wealth and valuable 
forest land, and are situated at a distance 
of about 150 miles from Rio. The principal 
town on this estate bears the name of San 
Francisco. 

The entire property now passes into the 
possession of the dead Princess’ two chil- 
dren—namely: the wife of the Duke of 
Chartres and the Duke of Penthievre, who 
received his education in this country at the 
Naval Academy of Annapolis.

ans, and he will certainly find there a more 
‘interesting and lucrative field for his activ- 
ity than tn Abyssinia, for which country, by 
the by, he has not yet set sail, although he 
was to have reached there months and 
months ago. 

A peculiarity about the late Princess de 
Joinville was the loudness of her voice, due 
to the fact that her husband and most of her 
relatives are stone deaf. 

Her husband, by the way, is the only per- 
son now living who gazed upon the features 
of the first Napoleon, whose dead body he 
conveyed from the Island of St. Helena to 
its present resting place beneath the dome 
of the Invalides at Paris. 

The proverbial kindness of Providence in 
tempering the wind to the shorn lamb is 
vividly recalled to mind by the fact that the 
titled convict, Lord William Nevill, has 
been transferred from Wormwood Scrubbs 
to Parkhurst, on the Isle of Wight, which is 
a sort of penitentiary, where the lightest 
tasks of prison industry are the order of the 
day, and which is reserved for those of- 
fenders whom for one reason or another the 
authorities desire to treat with particular 
consideration, ‘ 

The delightful character of this little ar- 
rangement will be the better appreciated 
when I mention that the governor of the 
Parkhurst prison is Major Dundas, who is 
ont only related to the family of Lord Will- 
lam, but who is moreover married to Lady 
‘Mary Bertie, daughter of the Kar! of Lind- 
sey, and a cousin of the’ blue-blooded pris- 
oner. 

Under the circumstances it is hardly to be 
expected that Lord William will be treated 
with any particular severity. On the con- 
trary, Major Dundas and Lady Mary may 
be relied upon to do everything they can to 
alleviate his lot — | 

Sir Francis Knollys, the well-known and 
popular private secretary of the Prince of 
Wales, has just been placed'in mourning - 
by the death of his brother, Canon Erskine 
Knollys, who for many years was the chap- 
iain of Archbishop Tait of Canterbury. 

The Canon shared his brother’s remark- 
able knowledge of the French language, due 
to the fact that their father, after having 
been deprived of the title of Earl of Ban- 
bury by the verdict of the Committee of 
Privileges of the House of Lords, a verdict 
the justice of which is questioned by most 


people to this day, retired for a time to 
France in order to repair his fortunes, which 
were seriously impaired by the costs of the 
trial. ‘ 


Incidentally, it may be stated that the 
late Canon Knollys was known in his eariy 
boyhood as Lord Wallingford, that having 
been the title usually borne by the eldest 
sons of the Earls of Banbury. So much 
sympathy was felt with the Knollys in con- 
nection with the judgment against them that 
society, declining to recognize the justice of 
the decree, persisted in styling the father of 
Sir Francis as Earl Banbury, just as if his 
right thereto had never been questioned, and 
it was quité as much to escape the false sit- 
uation in which this placed him, as well as 
on financial grounds, that he migrated fora 
time to the continent with his sons. 


In response to an inquiry on the part of a 
correspondent I may say that the number 
of so-called medtatized families of Europe, 
that is to say, families that exercised sov- 
ereign rights prior to the beginning of this 
century when Germany was divided up into 
hundreds of petty principalities, are fifty- 
two in number, and comprise nobles of Ger- 
many, Austria, Belgium, Russia, France, 
and England. 

The French mediatized nobles are to be 
found among the members of the Arenberg 
family, those of England among the family 
of the Duke of Portland, while those of Rus- 
sia are among the Sayn Wittgensteins. Some 
of them bear the title of Count, others of 
Prince, and yet others that of Duke, and 
nearly all have the right to be addressed 
as serene “ Highness,’ even if they are 
mere Counts. 

Each house has its so-called family stat- 
utes, which are as binding on its members 
as the laws of the land in which they live, 
and which can only be modified by the con- 
sent of a majority of the male members of 
the family, their vote being ratified by -he 
sovereign in whose dominions their lands 
are located, and whose vassals they are. 

Their names are comprised in part 2 of 
the Almanach de Gotha, and one by one 
their privileges and prerogatives are being 
taken away from them in spite of the prom- 
ises made to them at the time of the Con- 
gress at Vienna. ; 

Until a f@w years ago they enjoyed ex- 
emption from all taxation. They are still 
exempt from compulsory military service, 
and if they enter the latter of their own 
accord they are entitled by right to a com- 
mission of officer at once instead of having to 
go through the ordinary procedure in order 
to obtain it. They have the privilege of con- 
tracting morganatic marriages and are not 
obliged to take the ordinary form of oath in 
court, their mere word being held quite as 
binding and as reliable as the troncast oath 
of any less exalted personage.

BULWER’S PLAY THE BILL 


“THE LADY OF LYONS ” PRESENTED 
AT HOOLEY’S THEATER. 


Contrast Between Mr. Sothern and Sir 
Henry Irving in Melodrama—Where 
the American Has the Better of 
the English Actor — Miss Virginia 
Harned’s Pauline Shares the Honors 
with Melnotte—Work of the Rest 
of the Company. 


Nearly every one who saw the perform- 
ance of “ The Lady of Lyons” at Hooley’s 
Theater last night, in which Mr. Sothern 


and Miss Virginia Harned took the leading 


parts, must have been able to recall im- 
pressions of many great actors and actresses 
in the same parts, and a great many com- 
parisons may have been made not wholly 
in favor of the latest exponents of Bulwer- 
Lytton’s well-known characters. 

One feature of last night’s performance 
was the fact that Pauline rather than 
Claude Melnotte become the central! figure 
‘In the drama, and that was because Mr. 
Sothern, although the Prince of modern 
romantic actors in America, has very little 
of the more old-faghioned grand style of 
melodrama which belongs so conspicuously 
to Sir Henry Irving; consequently, while he 
is a far more natural and more amiable per- 
sonage than Irving could ever be, he does 
not overwhelm his audience with sheer 
melodramatic force. He is graceful in fig- 
ure, speech, and action, but he does not 
command attention; in fact, so careful is 
he to avoid undue emphasis that his char- 
acterization, unrelieved, as it is, by any 
sense of humor, becomes at times colorless 
and monotonous, 

Not that his acting is ever lacking in 
finish or even in a certain distinction; to 
many Mr. Sothern is, on the stage, the per- 
sonification of love and romance, and he Is 
alwaye in harmony with the picture. But 
it is nevertheless certain that he is de- 
ficient at times in that theatrical force which 
alone makes a melodrama like ** The Lady 
of Lyons” convincing. 


Virginia Harned’s Work. 


Still, the audience has little to complain of, 
for while Mr. Sothern generously refuses to 
monopolize the center of the stage, more 
ample scope is given to Miss Virginia Har- 
ned, who has never, perhaps, won so com- 
plete a victory over her audience by her 
acting as she did last night. ‘“‘ The Adven- 
ture of Lady Ursula” was certainly Miss 
Harned’s play; she had the sympathy of 
the audience with her all the time. But 
then she was aided by her comely boy's 
dress and by the witty lines which Anthony 
Hope had written for her. 

Last night she had no such extraneous 
aid. The character of Pauline is not a pe- 
cullarly amiable one, although it does admit 
of much art in its delineation. The lines 
written for the part have little real humor 
in them and a great deal of false poetry. 
And yet Miss Harned contrived to make 
every sentence tell, while her playing of the 
third act, with all its various emotions, was 
worthy of an actress of intelligence and dis- 
cernment. 

“ The Lady of Lyons ”’ requires such care- 
ful handling as this because under any 
other circumstances the want of sincerity in 
Lytton’s art would become apparent. The 
play is in reality a mixture of out-and-out 
melodrama and the poetic play. It actually 
succeeds in being neither, for the intense 
situations of melodrama are constantly be- 
ing protracted to the breaking point by an 
overburdensome dialogue, and the poetry, 
which might excuse the wordiness, is not 
poetry at all, although there are times when 
the imitation might be mistaken for the 
reality. When Claude, tn the guise of the 
Prince, first describes to Pauline the en- 
chanted life which they might lead together, 
she begins her reply in words like these: 
* Like bee upon the flower, I feed upon the 
honey of thine eloquent tongue.” Now, it is 
a small matter, perhaps, that she should 
have hit upon the word eloquent at that 
moment, but the selection of the epithet is 
proof enough that Lytton never had the 
ear for true’ poetry, and there are a hundred 
other Instances in the play which would 
prove the thing. 

‘And yet when Melnotte makes his appeal 
to Pauline in the third act in order in part 
to vindicate his traitorous action, the lines 
come musically from Mr. Sothren’s lips and 
for a moment the audience is carried away 
and one is not surprised that occasionally 
Lord Lytton was mistaken for a poet. 

The experiment of reviving this old melo- 
drama was seemingly justified last night by 
the attitude of the audience, who received 
the efforts of the company with great 
warmth. The whole conception of the play 
is unorthodox, and in many ways thé heresy 
is most acceptable. : 


Mr. Sothern’s Melnotte. 


In spite of the monotony of Mr. Sothern’s 
delivery his Melnotte is a much more simple, 


‘youthful, and loving person than we have 


been accustomed to in the past, and Miss 
Harned is a most winsome and modern 
Pauline, not half so much of the old-fash- 
joned sentimental heroine as usual. For 
these two impersonations the audience ought 
to have been devoutly thankful. 

The rest of the company, however, did not 
enter into the spirit of the play in the very 
least, and at no time was the illusion at all 
perfect whenever any of them entered into 
the picture. The worst of all perhaps was 
Miss Blanche Weaver as the widow Mel- 
notte, but she was only a single instance ofa 
general misdirection of energy. Energy per- 
haps is not the word to use, for it was.a lack 
of force and earnestness which was most 
noticeable. Nothing, for example, could have 
been farther from the truth than the attitude 
of Pauline’s parents in the fourth. act. -It 
was there that a little melodramatic in- 
tensity would have been quite excusable: as 
it was the pressure put upon Pauline to leave 


her husband seemed totally inadequate. 


One small point is worth alluding to, be- 
cause it betrayed a certain carelessness 
which is seldom to be observed in Mr. 
Sothern’s work. In the fourth act, when 
Claude secures his wife from Bauseant’s un- 
welcome attentions, he murmurs a few 
sentimental lines concerning the fact that 
now for the last time his arms are encircling 
her and her head is leaning against his beat- 
ing heart. As a matter of fact, Pauline is 
reclining on a bench with her head upon a 
cushion, and so the lines have rather an 
absurd effect. It is only a small matter, but 
it might so easily be rectified that it is 
worthy of mention. ‘ee 
* The piece is beautifully mounted with the 
usual good taste which Mr. Sothern exhibits 
in this respect. It will be repeated tonight 
and tomorrow evening. Tomorrow afternoon 
“ Lord Chumley ” will be revived.

NO FALLING OFF INDICATED IN IRON 
AND STEEL TRADES. 


Despite the Prospect of War the Iron 
aud Steel Interests Continue Un- 
usually Active—Locally the Feeling 
Is Especially Confident—Pig Iron In- 
dustry Shows Big Volume of Busi- 
ness, with Placing of Several Large 
Orders—Last Year's Coal Production. 


With a near prospect of war with in 
the fron and stee} interests have 
usually active during the last week. While 
it is true some of the large producers are 
withholding contracts pending a settle- 
ment of the present international dificulty, 


‘yet the volume of business in most of the 


lines connected with iron and steel compares 
favorably with the last few weeks, and 
shows a general increase over a.correspond- 
ing period for last year. Fear of interrupt- 
ed trade an@ diminished business does not 
show itself strongly in Chicago and neigh- 
borhood, however it may be next year. In 
fact, this section is practically free from 
any bad effects caused by the fear of war, 
and manufacturers and, producers of all 
kinds are going serenely on their way, with- 
out that perturbation evidenced by some 
of their more timorous seaboard brethren. 

While the effect of the war talk has been 
in some instances ifn the direction of caus- 
ing a suspension of the placing of orders, in 
another way it has acted as a stimulus to 
trade. There seems to be quite a strong 
inclination on the part of buyers to ask 
Sellers to name terms and prices for next 
year’s stocks of material. This tendency 
may of course be explained by the unusual 
activity at the consumers’ plants, or it may 
be due to the desire on the part of the manu- 
facturers to stock up for next year at the 
existing prices, in the belief that rates will 
be higher then. 

In pig-iron the local. market during the 
week has been a.surprise, on account of the 
unexpected volume of business done. It has 
proved itself to be one of the heaviest for 
some time as regards the importation of 
Southern fron. It is reported one order of 
more than 5,000 tons was placed, while nu- 
merous smaller ones, ranging from 500 to 
1,000 tons, were recorded. The demand for 
Lake Superior charcoal iron continued, one 
Bale of 10,000 tons being made to a local 
consumer. Northern pig was less active. 
The consumpti of pig continues to be 
enormous, and shows no ¢igns of falling off. 

There is no relief in the unsettled condi- 
tion of wire and nails. Quotations have 
settled somewhat, and among some of the 
independent sellers of nails there seems to 
be a. disposition to sell below quotations. 
‘The new American steel and wire company 
proposes to reduce the price of nails, instead 


. Of raising it. In bars more orders have been 
.placed locally during the last week: than 


for several preceding ones. The transac- 
tions along this line have been numerous 
and heavy. In structural material the out- 
jook is excellent. A local bridge manufac- 
turing firm has obtained the contract for 
the Davenport bridge, and will furnish 2,900 
tons of material. The trustees of the Drain- 
age Canal will place orders in May for 2,500 
tons of bridge material, and the proposed 
extension of the Lake Street Elevated rail- 
road will require an additional 3,000 tons. 
Besides, a number of large buildings to be 
erected in the near future will give addi- 
tional firmness to the market. 

In foundry iron Chicago records continued 

activity, due to a large demand for car ma- 
terial, bars, and structural material. The 
iron and metal trades are prosperous, and the 
heavy hardware business continues good. Bicycles 
are exceeding expectations in the way of demand, 
and manufacturers are finding a difficulty. in anil 
ing orders promptly, a condition that is hurting 
their trade somewhat. There has been a fallin 
off in the demand for shelf hardware. There is 
likely to be an endeavor in the near future to check 
the production of. blast furnaces until the market 
can be put on a firm basis.

H. B. Galpin Put in 
and Loan Stockholders Want 


a Receiver.

Seems to Be One of Reduction in Its 
Various Plants to Basis of Low 
Schedules—Cut in Force in Cleve- 
land—Reports trom Other Mills—Of- 
Acials Call It Adjusting—Salaries of 

Officials Also Cat—Attitade of the 
Totlers Is a Problem.

Cleveland, O., and was said to have been 


Started tn Anderson, Md., by the new 


American Wire and Stéel company of Chi- 
cago. 

The attitude of labor, if such a policy is 
carried out, is a problem. 

In Cleveland the conrpany opened a gen- 
eral office for the district in charge of 
Second Vice President Stewart H. Chisholm. 
Work was resumed at the American mill, the 
men having accepted a 8 per cent cut. The 
Officials asserted that the cut merely was 
an evening up of the price paid in all the 
mills. But the men asserted that it was 
@ reduction of the high priced mills to the 
lower grade. Every department of the con- 
solidated mill was working, but it will be 
some time before the H. P. mill resumes. 

At Anderson, Ind., it was said that the 
company had notified the 800 workmen that 
their wages would be reduced, some as much | 
as 33 per cent, the least reduction being 
8 per cent. It was understood there that 
these reductions were to be made in all the 
fourteen planta of the company, affecting 
10,000 mén. 

At De Kalb, Ill, it was denied that the 
company had notified the employés of-its 
plant there of any reduction. 

E. H. Gary of Chicago, counsel for the 
company, said with reference to the report 
of the cut: 

“ There is absolutely no‘ truth in the story 
of a reduction in wages at Anderson. No 
notification as to a wage scale has been sent 
out, because we have ngt yet taken up the 
question of labor rates at that plant. Thtre 
is, however, to be no cut in the wages of the 
workingmen, At Cleveland we have réad- 
justed rates of wages. Salaries of officials 
have been cut.” 

As to talk of raising prices on stéel and 
wire products, Mr. Gary said: 

“Our policy is not to raise prices, but to 
meet all competition and to incfease profits 
by increasing sales. We intend, therefore, 
to sell our goods as cheaply as possible.” 

President John Lambert said if a cut had 
been annouhced at Anderson he was not 
aware of it, but there was a move on foot to 
tnake changes in the schedules at certain 
points, the idea being to equalize and adjust | 
scales in the Western mills. 

Treasurer Scheuler of the company said 
he understood the new wage scale was @ 
plan to make the wages of the men equal in 
all of the company’s plants.

Through and export shipments of flour, 
grain, and provisions from Chicago to the 
seaboard last week dwindled to less 
than one-half of what they were two weeks 
ago. e heavy decrease of the week be- 
fore saat was followed with another of 
nearly 35,000 tons. Frantic efforts are being 
’ made by the railroads to keep up the ton- 
age, and in consequence east-bound rates 
have become badly demoralized. Grain 
rates are being cut from 56 cents to 7% cents 
a hundred pounds, and a rebate of 10 cents 
a hundred pounds is given on export pro- 
visions by somé of the roads. 
To check the demoralization the Central 
rs) n requested the Joint 
Traffic association about two weeks ago to 
order a reduction in the rate on grain to 15 


cents a hundred pounds from Chicago to 


New York. The petition will be acted upon 
by the Board of Managers today, and the 
opinion is that the reduction will be au- 
thorized. If this is not done the lake lines 

ill get the business, as they are better 
rate-cutters than the railroads. 

The total shipments of flour, grain, and 
‘provisions from Chicago through to sea- 
board points and for export by the ten east- 
bound roads last week were 63,262 tons, 
against 97,807 tons for the week previous, 
353.528 for the week ending March 31, and 
60,824 tons for the corresponding week last 
year. Flour shipments last week were 8,747 ; 
tons, against 8,811 tons last year; grain 
41,876 tons, against 32,437 tons; provisions 
12,639 tons, against 9,276 tons. The percent- 
ages carried by the various roads were as 
follows: Baltimore and Ohio, 15.5; Big 
Four. 3.7; Chicago and Erie, 15.2; Grand 
Trunk, 6.1; Lake Shore, 17.6; Michigan Cen- 
tral, 11.6; ‘Nickel-Plate, 6; Pan-Handle, 4.2; 
Fort Wayne, 12.6; Wabash, 7.5.

the Supreme Court of the Pnited States had noth- 
ing to do, and on these nds the writs of er- 
ror were dismissed for want of jurisdiction. — 


Was an Agreed Case. 

The suit ended yesterday was an agreed 
case whose purpose was to define the power 
of the Civil Service commission and interpret 
sections of the law about which there was 
a dispute. The most important issue was 
whether the section exempting “ heads of. 
departments” from the operation of the 
law referred to one single head, like Com- 
missioner of Public Works McGann, or in- 
cluded the bureau heads in the depart- 
ments. Another mooted point was whether 
Captains of Police were to be under the com- 
mission or appointed by the Superintendent 
ofthat department. In appearing for Super- 
intendent Kipley, Corporation Counsel 
Thornton made a general attack on the iaw 
itself by declaring it was unconstitutional. 

The attack on the law was’defeated at 
every point, and the list of exemptions was 
fixed as follows: x 

Commissioner of Public Works, Deputy Com- 
missioner of Public Works, City Collector, Super- 
intendent of Police, Superintendent of Fire de- 
partment, City Controller, Oil Inspector, City 
Gas inspector, Health "Commissioner, 
Buliding Commissioner, members of the City 
Law department, bridgetenders, Harbormaster, 
Veesel. Dispatcher, and their assistants; members 
of the Library and Board of Education, Boiler In- 
Spector, Police Justices and clerks, City Physi- 
cian, Mayor’s private secretary, Superintendent 
and teachers in schools. 

An attempt has been made, since the 
State Supreme Court’s decision was an- 
‘nounced, to include other offices like the 
City Electrician and Deputy Controller in 
this exempted list, but it was held to be 
illegal and an evasion of the ruling of the 
Supreme Court on the Powers ordinance, 
which attempted to make a lomg list of ex- 
emptions. 

Corporation Counsel Thornton procured 
from Chief Justice Phillips of the Illinois 
Supreme Court a writ of supersedeas by 
which he was allowed, on behalf of Super- 
intendent Kipley, to take an appeal to the 
Supreme Court of the United States. It was 
that appeal which was thrown out yester- 
day.. 

The only question which Mr. Thornton 
was allowed to raise in this appeal was the 
constitutionality of the law. He conceded 
the Federal Court had no right to go into the 
interpretation of the law made by the Iili- 


Thornton Talks of the Decision. 


“T am not informed upon what point the 
Supreme Court of the United States 1is- 
missed the appeal in the civil service case, 
said Mr. Thornton. “If the Judges consid- 
ered the main questions sought to be 
presented their decision puts an end ® any 
further contest over the constitutionaliiy 
of the law. The point presented was that 
the law of the Illinois State Legislature re- 
quiring every citizen who desired to serve 
the public to first take an examination, the 
requirements of which were to be estab- 


- dished by arbitrary rules made by a board of 


three commissioners was at variance with 
that section of the fourteenth amendment 
of the constitution of the United States 
which says no State shall enact a law which 
in its effect shall abridge the immunities and 
privileges belonging to a citizen of the 
United States. It is possible that this ques- 
tion may not. have been met by the United 
States Supreme Court, but that the case 
may have gone off upon extraneous poinis. 
In that event, of course, it would be a mere 
question of time for the real point in cen- 
troversy to be presented to it again.”’ 

Adolf Kraus, former President of the 
merit board, said there was now nothing to 
fear from attacks on the law in the courts. 

John W. Ela, of counsel for the board in 
the cases before the State Supreme Court, 
expressed gratification at the outcome of the 
litigation. ‘‘ It removes all excuse for fail- 
ure to carry out the law as construed by the 
‘State Supreme Court,” he said. 


_ STREETS ARE TO BE REPAIRED. 


More than $2,000,000 to Be Spent in 
Improving Pavements and 
Sidewalks. 


The Board of Local Improvements an- 


nounced yesterday that over $2,000,000 will 
be spent in street and sidewalk improve- 
ments this year under the special assess- 


ment law. After a personal inspection of 
streets within a radius of six miles of the 


City Hall by members of the board Com- 


, missioner of Public Works McGann said: 


“The inspection convines me that our 
streets and sidewalks are in disgraceful con- 
dition and something must be done. It 
is too late to repair the pavements. Noth- 
ing will do but new pavements of a perma- 
nent character. The trouble in the past has 
been that we have used almost exclusively 
cedar block paving, the average life of which 
is ten years. At the end of that time we have 
nothing to show for the money expended 
but a lot of decayed cedar blocks. Im the 
future our street improvements must be 
of a permanent character. Granite, as- 
phalt,. macadam, and brick must be used. 

“The same is true of sidewalks. The day 
of the plank walk in Chicago is passed. 
The streets are filled with holes and ruts. 
Cinders, brick, and scraps. of iron are 
dumped into the holes and the streets are 
converted into barnyards. President Healy 
of the County Board says the city has spent 
millions of dollars for street improvements 
and has little to show for it. I believe that 
an eXaggeration, but the lesson he points 
out is useful nevertheléss.

made up of neutral attorneys, was appoint- | 


ed, which reduced the penalty to thirty days 
in the North Side basiile. This committee 
was composed of James ('. McShane, William 
H. Brown, and W. C. White. The court ac- 
cepted their amendmeni. and gave the hos- 
tile forces until 4 o'clock to lay down their 
arms and surrender themselves into the 
hands of the bailiffs. 

It was a busy day in court, and the cham- 
ber was crowded with attorneys, witnesses, 
and the usual gathering of auditors. The 
case of Carillie vs. Wong, on appeal from 
Justice Hartman of South Evanston, was 
called shortly before 2 o'clock, and as the 
diminutive Chinaman who spoke such fluent 
English arose the crowd pressed forward in 
interest. There were a few formalities, the 
presenting of affidavits for a continuance, 
and other maneuvérs.toward-a peaceful set- 
tlement, at the end of which .the court 
granted a continuance for one week. 

The attorneys and contestants in the suit 
started to withdraw. Outside it began to 
rain softly, as if for a sign of peace. Inside 
it was peaceful, but not for long. 

Carlile and Wong attempted to settle their 
differences ‘“‘out of court,’”’ but failed to 
leave the courtroom before beginning. Car- 
lile is said to have made some remark to 
his adversary, which the little man re- 
sented, returning the fire with statements 
to the effect that Carlile was a scoundrel, 
a rascal, a yellow dog. 

This resulted in a blow which settled ‘ust 
over Wong's left eyebrow. He drew back 
and, reaching under the tails of his peace- 
ful-looking frock coat, produced a one-ounce 
rapid-fire gun, which he trained upon the 
hull of the advancing enemy. The enemy 
tacked to port and into the arms of the by- 
standers. Bailiff Meaney, the court’s flying 
squadron, ran ‘in under the guns of the 
Chinese man-o’-war and captured its prin- 
cipal battery, while the spectators scudded 


under full steam for the shelter of the shore 


batteries behind the railing. 

The hostilities were over in a minute, but 
the arranging of the terms of peace required 
a longer time. Judge Gibbons was stern and 
unrelenting when the culprits, no longer 
warlike, were brought under his frown. He 
informed them they had committed a grave 
breach of decorum and offended the dignity 
of his court in a manner that required more 
than mere censure. He thereupon sen- 
tenced the combatants to jail for a period 
of ninety days. 

Then came the plea for leniency, the ap- 
pointment of the committee, and the short- 
ening of the sentence. The two men were 
given until 4 o’clock to consult with their 
attorneys and arrange such business as they 
might desire to attend to in the Judge’s 
chambers. 

Wong Chin Foo was bewailing the fact 
that he was to have gone to Omaha to look 
after his interests in the Chinese building 
at the exposition there, and said he was so 
excited he did not know what he was doing.

Joaquin Crespo was one of the greatest 
warriors of Venezuela, and he had often 
said he expected to fall in battle, while lead- 
ing his men against political intriguers. 

He was a native of Venezuela and first 
won distinction In the revolution of 1871 
Twice as President and once as provisional 
President he presided over the destinies 
of Venezuela. In the revolution of 1879 he 
was in the front in all the prominent en- 
gagements. At Elzamuro he fought against 
Guzman Blanco in 1884, and Blanco yielded 
to him the Presidency of the republic. 

In 1886 he resigned from the office, and 
two years later brought about an insurrec- 
tion against President Paul. This revolu-— 
tion, short and flerce in its engagements, 
resulted disastrously for General Crespo, 
and he left Venezuela for the United States. 

When General Crespo returned to Ven- 
ezuela in 1892, he once more plunged into 
politics, revolution, and conflict. He won 
several victories over Palacis and General 


dent of the newly formed government. On 
Oct. 25, 1892, the government was recog- 
nized by the United States. The people re- 
elected Crespo President in 1894 for a term 
of four years. 

The internal troubles of Venezuela con- 
tinued in spite of Crespo’s strength and pop- 
ularity. In March, 1894, a bomb was thrown 
at him, and he narrowly escaped death. The 
activity of Blanco in his efforts to over- 
throw Crespo became prominent again in 
1895, but Crespo suppressed the revolution 
in its infancy. Also, in 1895, a police con- 
spiracy arose, and Crespo’s arm again arose 
and crushed it out. Crespo.presided in 
Venezuela at the time of President Cleve- 
land’s interference in the boundary dispute. 
General Crespo was 54 years of age anda 
Federalist. 

General Mernandez is the son of a carpen- 
ter, and the boast of being of the people is 
his shibboleth. He began his military career 
in 1870 at the age of 16 in the revolution 
against Guzman Blanco. Nineteen battle 
scars mark his body. He has been a military 
prisoner eighteen times. At one time he 
lived in the United States.
